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REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Potts- 

ville : 

Another  year  having  passed,  and  the  time  for  making  the 
annual  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  having 
arrived,  we  present  this,  our  sixth  annual  report. 

The  success  of  the  Association  has  been  all  that  the  most 
.sanguine  could  expect,  and  the  contributors  to  the  good  work 
have  many  reasons  for  rejoicing.  All  the  worthy  poor,  whose 
circumstances  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  board,  have 
been  cared  for.  The  year  was  one  calculated  to  cause  a  great 
•deal  of  suffering  and  distress,  owing  to  the  extreme  length  and 
severity  of  the  winter ;  but  through  the  liberal  contributions 
of  our  worthy  patrons,  although  comparatively  few  in  number, 
we  were  amply  provided  with  the  necessary  means  to  meet  all 
the  urgent  demands  made  upon  us. 

Sixty-four  families  were  furnished  relief,  consisting  of 
■flour,  groceries  and  provisions,  to  the  amount  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty-four  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ;  coal,  three  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  dollars  ;  shoes  and  clothing,  forty  dollars  and 
seventy-five  cents  ;  and  medicine,  eighty -two  dollars  and  forty- 
five  cents ;  which,  including  funeral  expenses,  &c.,  paid,  make 
the  aggregate  amount  distributed  among  these  families,  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  bestowed  upon  our  benevolent 
contributors.  We  hope  that  more  of  our  citizens,  when  they 
become  acquainted  with  the  workings  of  the  Association,  will 
add  their  names  to  the  roll  of  our  ever  faithful  donors. 

The  contributions  of  coal  were  not  as  liberal  as  in  past 
years,  and  we  regret  to  note  this  fact.  We  think  this  is  owing 
to  the  change  in  the  coal  business.  Many  of  our  former  con¬ 
tributors  have  sold  out  their  collieries  to  other  parties,  who 
are  perhaps  not  acquainted  with  the  merits  of  the  Association. 
We  sincerely  hope,  however,  that  the  purchasers  of  these  col¬ 
lieries  will  become  conversant  with  the  objects  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  remember  us  by  their  liberal  contributions. 

The  coming  winter  threatens  a  great  deal  of  want  and 
suffering,  owing  to  the  overhanging  financial  difficulties,  and 
the  suspension  of  operations  by  the  industrial  manufactories 
in  our  midst. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1872,  the  great  fire  on  San¬ 
derson  street  occurred,  on  which  occasion  this  Association 
was  enabled  to  render  relief  to  the  sufferers.  During  the  past 
year,  we  were  again  visited  by  another  fire  ;  perhaps  the  most 
disastrous  that  has  happened  in  the  history  of  Pottsville.  It 
originated  in  a  thickly-built  up  portion  of  the  town,  and,  in  a 
few  hours,  about  twenty  families  were  rendered  homeless.. 
Presuming  on  the  liberality  of  the  people  of  Pottsville,  and 
that  they  would  “stay  our  hands,”  as  they  have  ever  done 
when  necessity  called,  this  Association,  by  its  proper  committee, 
was  on  the  ground  before  the  flames  were  subdued,  to  comfort. 
and  relieve  the  sufferers.  Nor  were  we  disappointed.  We 
take  especial  pride  in  calling  attention  to  the  prompt  and  gen¬ 
erous  action  of  our  citizens.  Over  one  thousand  dollars  were 
immediately  contributed  for  this  purpose  alone,  which  were 
carefully  and  promptly  distributed  to  the  needy. 

During  the  year  a  project  which  has  long  engaged  the 
attention  and  anxious  consideration  of  the  managers  of  the 
Association,  has  been  put  into  successful  operation.  We  refer 
to  the  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  an  institution  for  the 
care  and  education  of  the  poor  and  neglected  children  in  our 
midst.  P'or  a  full  statement  of  the  objects  and  operations  of 
this  Home,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers,  herewith  presented  to  the  Association. 

For  a  more  extended  view  of  the  work  performed  by  the 
Association,  we  call  the  attention  of  the  members  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  reports  of  the  Supervisors,  the  Relief  Committee,  the 
Treasurer,  the  Committee  on  the  late  fire,  &c. 

Feeling  assured  that  a  perusal  of  these  reports  will  arouse- 
all  to  renewed  efforts,  and  persuade  others  to  join  in  the  good 
work,  we  respectfully  submit  this  report  for  your  consideration..

It  will  gratify  the  members  and  patrons  of  the  Association  to  be 
informed  that,  during  the  last  winter,  notable  for  its  extreme  severity, 
no  persons  within  the  limits  of  the  borough,  were  allowed  to  suffer 
for  want  of  sufficient  fuel  to  render  their  homes  comfortably  warm. 
To  procure  the  coal  dispensed,  required  large  drafts  upon  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  although  liberal  donations  were  made  by  several  owners  of 
collieries.  It  is  believed  that  if  it  was  generally  understood  that  the 
plan  and  policy  of  the  Association  do  not  permit  personal  appeals 
to  be  made,  and  yet  that  voluntary  contributions  are  always  most 
thankfully  received,  an  adequate  supply  of  coal  would  be  cheerfully:

Whereas,  In  populous  communities,  the  evils  of  pauperism  are  found  to 
press  heavily  on  the  poor  by  privation,  and  on  the  rich  by  taxation ;  and  since 
experience  shows  that  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  society  are  liable  to*,inter- 
ruption  by  the  disorderly  conduct  and  crimes  which  too  often  accompany  poverty 
and,  whereas,  it  is  a  duty  admitted  to  be  binding  upon  all  persons,  to  aid  in 
alleviating  and  preventing  the  misfortunes  and  sufferings  of  their  fellow-citizens  : 
we,  the  undersigned,  hereby  agree  to  the  following  Constitution  as  the  means  by 
which  actual  distress  will  be  best  mitigated  and  removed,  pauperism  and  its  con¬ 
comitant  ills  prevented,  and  employment  and  instruction  provided  for  the  indigent 
and  needy, 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  society  shall  l>e  called  “The  Benevolent  Association  ok  Pottsville.” 

ARTICLE  II, 

Every  person  who  shall  subscribe  to  this  Constitution,  and  pay  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  shall  be  a  member. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  five  Managers, 
who  jointly  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Board,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  Vice  President  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  subscribe  their  official  acts* 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Friday 
in  October,  fifteen  forming  a  quorum;  and  the  Executive  Board  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  each  month. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  Vice  President,  shall,  at  the 
request  in  writing  of  five  members,  call  special  meetings  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Executive  Board  shall’,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  lay 
before  it  a  full  report  of  its  affairs. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Board  shall  have  full  authority  to  divide  the  Borough  into  districts;  to 
appoint  visitors,  and  to  take  such  other  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  to 
carry  the  objects  of  the  Association  into  effect,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  Board.

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Board,  and  shall,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  lay  before  it  a  full  statement  of  his  accounts,  and  of 
the  funds  of  the  Association ;  and  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  under  the  direction 
of  the  Association  or  Board. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Rec.  Sec.  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association  and 
of  the  Board  ;  shall  attest  their  official  acts,  and  give  notice  of  their  meetings. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  correspondence  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Board  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  members  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  elect  by  ballot  the  officers  and  man¬ 
gers  of  the  Association,  to  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  a  new  Board  shall  be  elected. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  at  least  three  days  notice  in  the  news¬ 
papers,  of  the  time  and  place  of  election,  and  of  the  meetings  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Executive  Board  may  make  any  rules,  regulations  or  By-Laws,  that  they 
may  think  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Friday  in  each  month,  at 
P.  M.,  or  on  such  other  day  and  hour  as  the  Board  may  appoint. 

II.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  a  Vice  President, 
at  a  written  request  of  two  members  of  the  Board. 

III.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  the  minutes.  5.  Deferred  business. 

2.  Report  of  Treasurer.  6.  New  business. 

3.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  7.  Elections. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

IV.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  annual  election  : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  confer  with  the 
Treasurer,  and  have  an  oversight  of  the  financial  concerns. 

2.  A  Relief  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

V.  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer.  All 
committees  shall  report  in  writing. 
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VI.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings. 

VII.  The  Board  shall  elect  by  ballot  suitable  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  its  body.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary 
for  a  choice. 

VIII.  The  borough  shall  be  divided  into  ten  districts,  each  of  which  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  a  member  of  the  Bo  ud. 

IX.  Each  member  shall  appoint  as  his  assistants,  one  male  and  two  female 
visitors. 

X.  Orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  relief  may  be  drawn  by  any  member  of  the 
Board,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar  ,  and  for  sums  exceeding  one  dollar, 
and  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  by  two  members  of  the  Relief  Committee. 

XI.  For  all  bills  approved  by  the  Board,  orders  shall  be  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

XII.  The  Visitors  shall  thoroughly  canvass  their  respective  districts,  and 
report  to  the  Relief  Committee  the  names  and  condition  of  the  worthy  poor  therein, 
and  the  kind  of  relief  needed. 

XIII.  The  Relief  Committee  shall  have  control  of  the  purchase  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  clothing  and  supplies ;  and  shall  enter  in  a  book  an  account  of  such  pur¬ 
chase  and  distributions ;  the  names  and  residences  of  the  parties  relieved,  and 
the  kind  and  amount  of  relief  granted.  They  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  each 
stated  meeting. 

XIV.  The  President,  and  any  other  member  of  the  Executive  Board,  may 
draw  orders  for  relief  for  sums  not  exceeding  three  dollars  each.

To  The  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville  : 

The  Committee  on  Reports  and  Publications,  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Home  for  Children,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report,  viz: 

The  Home  for  Children,  which  was  established  as  an  addi¬ 
tional  branch  of  our  charity,  has  now  been  in  successful  opera- 
ion,  since  the  24th  day  of  May  last.  During  this  time  there 
have  been  gathered  under  its  generous  roof,  fifteen  neglected 
children,  who  are  now  enjoying  the  benefit  of  this  wise  provi¬ 
sion  instituted  in  their  behalf. 

The  committee  have  but  little  to  report,  at  this  time,  upon 
the  general  condition  and  the  wants  of  the  Home,  as  it  has 
been  so  re:ently  opened,  and  has  thus  far  been  most  generously 
supported,  but  they  hereto  annex  an  exhibit  of  the  donations 
to  the  Home,  since  its  inception,  together  with  the  Treasurer’s 
report,  showing  the  cash  receipts  and  expenditures,  .together 
with  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  rules  of  admission. 

We  will,  however,  hereto  add  as  a  portion  of  this  report, 
the  following  extract  from  a  circular  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Home  on  the  day  of  its  opening,  giving  the 
history  and  policy  of  this  branch  of  our  charity: 

ist.  Its  History. — It  is  a  branch  of  the  Benevolent  Association. 
That  charity,  which  has  done  so  much  good  in  our  midst  during  the 
past  six  years,  met  one  of  its  greatest  difficulties  in  the  fact  that  it 
found  so  many  children,  whose  parents  were  poor  and  unworthy. 
To  aid  the  parents,  would  abuse  the  trust  confided  by  the  public ; 
to  allow  the  innocent  ones  to  suffer,  would  be  a  reflection  on  the 
work.  Something  must  be  done  to  aid  these  little  ones,  as  well  as 
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those  children  who,  without  parents  or  friends,  are  growing  up 
neglected,  wicked,  ignorant  and  depraved.  During  the  past  two 
years,  the  institution  of  a  Home  was  under  consideration,  when,  on 
May  24th,  1872,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  feasi¬ 
bility  of  the  measure.  This  committee  reported  progress,  from  time 
to  time,  until  the  7th  of  March  last,  when  the  Constitution  was  pre¬ 
sented  and  approved.  Then  followed  a  meeting  of  the  Association, 
April  4th,  when  the  Constitution  was  adopted  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  elected.  Since  then  the  work  has  been  going  actively 
forward,  and  to-day  we  open  with  a  number  of  children  in  the  Home, 
and  some  applicants  for  admission. 

2d.  Its  Object  is  to  afford  a  home,  food,  schooling  and  cloth¬ 
ing  for  destitute,  neglected  and  friendless  children,  and  at  a  suitable 
age,  to  place  them  with  respectable  persons  and  families  to  learn 
some  useful  trade  or  occupation. 

3d.  Its  Policy. — It  will  be  free  from  all  sectarian  influence, 
the  several  branches  of  the  church  being  represented  in  the  Board  of 
Managers,  so  that  the  various  religious  denominations,  can,  with  per¬ 
fect  freedom  and  true  benevolence,  extend  an  open  hand  of  charity 
to  God’s  poor  and  neglected  children,  thus  obeying  the  scriptural 
injunction,  “Feed  my  lambs.” 

4th.  Finances. — It  will  be  supported  solely  by  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions.  We  feel  satisfied  that  the  Home  can  be  made  a  perma¬ 
nent  institution  only,  by  leaving  the  matter  of  donations  wholly  in 
the  hands  of  the  people.  This  principle  has  worked  well  in  the 
Benevolent  Association,  and  it  has  saved  the  Executive  Board  a  great- 
deal  of  trouble  and  annoyance.  All  contributions  made  specially 
to  the  Home,  will  be  accounted  for  separately,  from  the  general  fund 
of  the  Association. 

In  thus  presenting  the  first  report  of  the  Home,  vve  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Association  on  the  great  progress  it  has  made,  in 
so  short  a  time,  toward  alleviating  the  wants  of  the  neglected 
and  homeless  children  in  our  town.  A  generous  public,  who 
have  entered  into  this  work  so  enthusiastically,  as  to  provide 
a  building  with  extensive  grounds  and  pleasant  surroundings, 
and  to  furnish  the  same  with  all  the  necessary  conveniences 
of  a  home,  within  a  period  of  five  months,  will  neither  forget 
nor  forsake  this  most  acceptable  offering  to  our  Heavenly 
Father,  who  especially  commends  to  our  care  the  lambs  of  his 
flock.  Donations  of  money,  clothing,  provisions,  &c.,  will  be 
received  by  any  of  the  Managers,  or  by  the  Matron  at  the 
Home.  We  would  especially  invite  donations  of  miscellaneous 
books  for  the  library  ;  as  one  of  our  wants  is  suitable,  interest¬ 
ing  and  healthy  reading  matter  for  the  children. 
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Let  each  and  every  individual  in  this  community  seriously 
contemplate  and  aid  this  charity,  which  cannot  fail  to  help  in 
decreasing  crime  aud  pauperism  in  our  midst,  by  caring  for 
the  harmless  and  parentless  little  ones  who,  from  their  earliest 
years,  are  drifting  downward  in  the  course  of  ruin  and  destruc¬ 
tion. 

With  the  hope  and  belief  that  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  uphold,  sustain  and  support  the  Home,  until  it  will  truly  be 
a  home,  not  only  for  the  poor  and  neglected  children  of  Potts¬ 
ville,  but  that  all  the  little  ones  in  the  great  county  of  Schuyl¬ 
kill  shall  find  a  place,  of  refuge  and  safety,  under  its  roof,  we 
again  commend  this  enterprise  to  the  generous  support  of  the 
people  of  this  eminently  benevolent  community,  with  the  firm 
conviction  that  the  labor  and  the  means  expended  in  its  behalf, 
will,  like  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  be  found  again  after  many 
days.

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PREAMBLE 

AND  ARTICLES  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


Whereas,  The  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville  has  long  been  impressed 
with  the  belief  that  the  objects  and  aims  of  its  organization  would  be  promoted, 
and  its  usefulness  enlarged,  by  the  institution  and  maintenance  of  a  Home  for 
Children ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  proper  to  move 
toward  the  establishment  of  such  a  charity,  and  that  its  undertaking  in  this  behalf 
will  receive  an  abundant  support  from  a  people  noted  for  their  generosity  and 
benevolence,  it  is  determined  and  resolved  by  said  Association,  to  establish  and 
maintain  such  a  Home;  and  for  that  purpose  it  hereby  ordains  and  adopts  the 
following  Articles,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  its  organization,  management,  con¬ 
trol  and  support : 

Art.  1.  The  institution  shall  be  named  and  called  ‘‘The  Benevolent  Associ¬ 
ation’s  Home  for  Children.” 

Art.  2.  The  object  and  design  of  the  Home  shall  be  to  afford  a  home,  food, 
clothing  and  schooling  for  destitute,  neglected  and  friendless  children,  and,  at  a 
suitable  age,  to  place  them  with  respectable  persons  or  families,  to  learn  some 
useful  trade  or  occupation. 

Art.  3.  The  government  and  management  of  the  Home  shall  be  entrusted  to 
a  Board  of  Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-one  persons,  twelve  males  and  nine 
females;  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville. 
They  shall  be  chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  called  and  held  for 
that  purpose,  on  the  first  Friday  in  April,  1873,  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit : 
Seven  managers  to  serve  for  one  year ;  seven  managers  to  serve  for  two  years, 
and  seven  managers  for  three  years  ;  and  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  that  day,  in  every 
succeeding  year,  the  said  Association  shall  elect  seven  managers  to  serve  three 
years.  The  proportion  of  males  to  females  shall  always  be  as  four  to  three. 

Art.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  annually  elect  from  their  number  a 
President,  Vice  President,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Recording  Secretary. 
They  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election  ;  they  shall 
make  such  laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  control  of  the 
Home,  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  not  repugnant  to  these  articles  or  to  the 
charter  of  the  said  Association ;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  admission  of  chil¬ 
dren  into  the  Home,  and  their  treatment  therein,  no  distinction  shall  be  made  on 
account  of  race,  color  or  religious  creed. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  statedly  once  every  month,  and 
seven  managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  They  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
said  Association,  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  oftener,  if  they  shall  desire,  or  if  they 
are  requested  so  to  do.  Their  annual  report  shall  contain  a  detailed  statement  of 
their  operations  and  transactions. 

Art.  6.  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville 
shall  set  apart  from  time  to  time,  out  of  its  funds,  for  the  use  of  the  Home,  such 
sums  of  money  as  it  shall  deem  proper.  All  appropriations,  donations,  legacies 
and  bequests,  which  shall  be  especially  made  to,  or  for  the  use  of,  said  Home,  shall 
be  applied  thereto,  and  to  no  other  purpose. 

Art.  7.  The  Treasurer  of  said  Benevolent  Association  shall  be,  ex-officio. 
Treasurer  of  the  Home.  He  shall  so  keep  his  books  and  accounts,  that  they  will 
exhibit,  separately,  the  financial  condition  and  transactions  of  said  Home  and  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  shall  pay  out  moneys  for  the  use  of  the  Home  only  upon  orders  which 
shall  be  drawn  in  form  and  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Art.  8.  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Benevolent  Association  of  Pottsville, 
shall  be  official  visitors  of  the  Home. 

Art.  9.  These  articles  shall  not  be  altered  except  by  the  said  Benevolent 
Association,  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting  thereof. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Art  I.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Saturday  in  each  month,  at 
4  o’clock,  P.  M. 

Art.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  ti  e  President  or  Vice  President, 
at  the  written  request  of  two  members  of  the  Board. 

Art.  3.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  the  Minutes.  5.  Deferred  Business. 

2.  Report  of  Treasurer.  6.  New  Business. 

3.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees.  7.  Elections. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

Art.  4.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  managers,  at  the  first  stated  meeting  of 
the  Board  after  the  annual  election : 

1.  A  Committee  on  finance,  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  confer  with  the 
Treasurer,  and  have  an  oversight  of  the  financial  concerns. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission  to  consist  of  five  members. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Household,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Purchases,  to  Consist  of  five  members. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Education  to  consist  of  three  members. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Property  to  consist  of  three  members. 

7.  A  Committee  on  Reports  and  Publications  to  consist  of  three  members. 

These  committees  shall  report  in  writing. 

Art.  5.  To  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission  all  applicants  for 
admission  shall  be  referred,  and  b)'it  decided.  The  committee  shall  keep  a  book 
of  registry,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  every  child  received, 
also  the  date  of  admission,  whence,  and  from  whom,  received ;  if  the  children  have 
near  connections,  the  degree  of  kindred  and  residence  of  the  same ;  whether  the 
children  have  had  the  measles,  whooping  cough,  small  pox,  or  scarlet  fever,  and 
whether  they  have  been  vaccinated,  together  with  other  circumstances  which  may 
be  of  importance  to  them,  or  the  institution,  at  a  future  day.  When  the  children 
are  placed  out,  this  record  shall  state  particularly  with  whom,  the  residence  or 
occupation  of  master  or  mistress,  and  particularly  note  the  day  of  removal  from 
the  Home,  whether  by  death  or  otherwise ;  also  the  change  of  place  which  may 
occur  with  the  children  after  leaving  the  Home. 

Art.  6.  The  Household  Committee  shall  visit  the  Home  once  a  week,  and 
oftener,  if  necessary.  They  shall  see  that  its  affairs  are  administered  with  order, 
prudence  and  economy;  that  proper  attention  is  paid  to  the  habits,  manners  and 
persons  of  the  children;  also  that  peace,  harmony  and  religion  are  cultivated. 
They  shall  also  keep  a  book  for  the  purpose  of  entering  all  gifts  and  benefits  con¬ 
ferred  on  the  Home,  which  do  not  appear  on  the  Treasurer’s  record. 

Art.  7.  The  Committee  on  Purchases  shall  provide  for  the  wants  of  the  Home 
and  make  all  necessary  purchase  for  the  same.  The  care  of  this  Committee,  also, 
shall  extend  to  the  children’s  clothing. 

Art.  8.  The  Committee  on  Education  shall  direct  the  course  of  instruction,  visit 
the  school  weekly,  and  provide  whatever  may  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

Art.  9.  For  all  bills  approved  by  the  Board,  orders  shall  be  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Vice  President,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

Att.  10.  By  special  permission  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismis¬ 
sion,  children  under  peculiar  circumstances  may  be  temporarily  sheltered  and 
cared  for  until  some  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

Art.  11.  Amendments,  alterations,  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  may  be 
made  at  any  stated  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  no¬ 
tice  having  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 
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HOLES  FOE  ADMISSION. 


Art.  i.  No  child  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Home  under  four  years,  or  over 
twelve  years  of  age. 

Art.  2.  No  child  shall  be  admitted  who  is  suffering  from  an  incurable  or 
contagious  disease. 

Art.  3.  All  children  must  be  vaccinated  on  or  before  admission. 

Art.  4.  A  Manager  of  the  Benevolent  Association’s  Home  for  Children,  or 
some  other  suitable  person,  must  be  constituted  guardian  for  any  child  admitted 
into  the  House. 

Art.  5.  No  child  shall  be  excluded  from  admission  to  the  House  on  account 
of  race,  color  or  creed. 

Art.  6.  Any  child  presented  for  admission  may  be  refused  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Committee,  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  candidate  for  admission 
shall  have  been  made. 

Art.  7.  This  Committee  shall  meet  once  a  week  for  the  consideration  of 
applications  for  admission  (if  there  be  any),  and  three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Art.  8.  Any  child  in  the  Home  becoming  incorrigible  (after  sufficient  effort 
has  been  put  forth  for  its  management),  may  be  dismissed  by  a  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Committee. 

Art.  9.  This  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  all  the  names  of  the 
children  admitted  shall  be  entered,  with  a  complete  history  of  each  child.  This 
book  shall  be  open  at  any  time  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers  of  the  Home, 
and  official  visitors  of  the  Home. 

Art.  10.  One  member  at  least  of  this  Committee  shall  visit  the  Home,  once 
every  week. 

Art.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  secure  suitable  places  for, 
or  apprentice  to  trades,  the  children  when  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  seventeen 
(17),  or  earlier.  The  wishes  of  the  child  shall  always  be  consulted  when  so  doing. 

Art.  12.  These  articles  can,  at  any  time,  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Managers.
